17-year- 
old DimXIti-j returned to Boston

she opened her own school, an 
academy for wealthy, young 
BBtfWs rl ni ladles. 

By I63S, Dorothea was In her 
mid-thirties and had thought 
her life welt planned and com- 
pletely predictable. But She 
found she couldn't settle down 
to leaching. Then. In loll, she 



found her path She volunteered 
to leach Sunday School at a 
■ omen's prison in Cambridge. 
What Dorothea found there 
shocked her and changed her 
life. 

The prison included quarters 
for ihe insane. 

The prison madhouse had no 
heat. When Dorothea inquired 
about this. Ihe jailor lofd her 
"every one knows" insane peo- 
ple cant feel the cold. 

She spent the neat few year* 
traveling through Massachu- 
setts. Inspecting run down jails. 

Etrorhouses, workhouses and 
ospitals — all places where the 
mentally 111 or mentally incom- 
petent were "warehoused." 

In 1843. Dorothea presented 
the state legislature with a re- 
port on her (indiogs. She said-. 

"1 proceed, gentlemen, bricl- 
ty to call your attention to Ihe 
present stale of insane persons 
confined within the Com- 
monwealth. In cages, closets, 
cellars, poos; chained, naked, 
beaten with rods jud lushed into 
obedience." 

The report swiftly became a 
public scandal, but many peo-

At war's end, Dorothea was 
■ ell inlo old age. She had spent 
nearly hall her life working lire- 
leasly under the worst possible 
condition), and her health was 
failing. 

She had made many enemies, 
lor she had flown In the face of 
social convention and hod out- 
spokenly demanded thai society 
share its resources with its most 
defenseless members. 

She had no family, no hus- 
band, no children. The people to 
whom she had devoted her life 
were unable to express grat- 
itude: most probably wcro un- 
aware of her existence. 

Yet. Dorothea continued her 
fight for reforms in the treat- 
ment of the mentally ill and im- 
paired until she was too feeble 

She llnally retired to a room 
in a New- Jersey mental hospi- 
tal It was Ihe first hospital built 
as a result of her own work 1 , 
Doroihea alw ays called It, "My 
first child." 

In that hospital. Doroihea Die 
died al the age of M. She m 
alono, but had the immense 
comfort Of knowing she had left 
the world a much better, more 
civilised place.
